In most stories con- 
cerning them, they appear to have 
some association with a particular 
member of the household, and much 
time and argument has been spent in 
deciding whether such people were 
true mediums, Aysterical subjects, or 
conscious frouds, , 
This the matter in a nutshell. 
The italics are ours, and, in reading Mr. 
Sacheverell Sitwell’s transcripts of the 
documents dealing with famous cases, no 
one should forget the power of mass sug- 
gestion when the emotion of fear is called 
into play. As for conscious fraud—sup- 
ing that in the Enniscorthy case of 
910 someone was “ playing a joke,” what 
a triumph when Sir William Barrett, 
F.R.S., turned - to investigate the 
matter for the Society of Psychical 
Research !

Case in 1661. The hauntings at Epworth 
Rectory is among the “ chosen instances,’”.

I SSL LLELLLLLLLLEELLALLEEEÍ : 
The Red Cross 


In 1862 Jean Henri Dunant wrote Un 
Souvenir de Solferino. He already was 
well known in his native Switzerland and 
far beyond it for his philanthropic works, 
but it is for this piece of literature—and 
not even for its value as literature—that 
his name will live for ever. In this book 
he described the horrible sufferings of the 
wounded at Solferino, that village on the 
pleasant plains of Lombardy, where three 
years earlier the French and Sardinian 
armies had inflieted a terrible and 
decisive. defeat upon the Austrians. It 
was not of the victims of Solferino that 
he wrote alone, however, but of the 
desolate sufferings of the wounded on every’ 
field. of battle, and he pleaded in his’ 
Souvenir for some form of internationally 
organised relief to alleviate human: 
sufferings in times of war. There was a 
saying in old Russia that when the great 
nobles fall in battle the church bells ring 
loud ;.but when the poor man falls only 


the little harebells shake their heads. 
Dunant’s belief—an uncommon belief at. 


the time—was that the common soldier 
deserved as much care and attention 4s 
his leaders; that the part which he 
played, unheralded. and unsung, was, 
perhaps, even more heroic than that of his 
generals. The seeds which were sown by 
that book did not fall on barren ground. 
Soon afterwards the delegates of sixteen 
countries met at Geneva to consider his 
proposals, and two years later—in 1864— 
the International Red Cross Organisation 
was founded. At first its interest was 
solely in the victims of war, but soon 
afterwards it extended its horizon of 
mercy to include the victims of peace-time 
disasters as well. To-day; with a member- 
ship of nearly twenty million, its humani- 
tarian agencies are at work in every 
country. Its principles are the one

Food-growing Plan 


A far-reaching policy will be announced 
next month by the Ministry of Food, the 
result of :tecommendations of an advisory 
committee under the chairmanship of Sir 
William Bragg and Lord Woolton and Mr. 
R. S. Hudson as Ministers of Food and 
Agriculture, who will work together to put 
them into operation. Potatoes, oats and 
beans are likely to be grown on a big scale. 
All possible use will be made of grass- 
land for dairy cattle. Milk is to be one 
of the nation’s great basic foods. Home- 
grown meat, especially beef, will not be of 
the quality to which people are accustomed. 
It is likely that the crop of potatoes and 
beans will be used not only as separato 
foods, but to provide flour mixtures. The 
farmers will grow for maximum quantitv, 
according to the suitability of their land, 
and not for the maximum return of monev 
per acre, according to the varied price of 
different crops. 


Canadian Harvest
